On  the  night  of  February  7,  1978,  the  Titan  Freshman 
Wrestling  team  was  crowned  City  Champions  by  amassing  a 
total  136'/2  points  and  five  individual  champions. 

The  victory  was  outstanding  because  the  runner-up  team 
from  Washington  only  accumulated  87  points;  many  dual 
meets  were  cancelled  because  of  inclement  weather;  many 
schools  were  closed.  Two  frosh  wrestlers  even  had  death  in 
their  families.  In  spite  of  the  weather  and  other  adversities, 
our  Freshmen  showed  dedication  and  devotion  by  practicing 
almost  every  day. 

The  Titans  entered  the  tourney  of  16  city  teams  with  only 
1 1  of  the  14  weight  classifications.  Some  of  the  Frosh  wres- 
tlers were  eliminated  by  grades,  others  because  of  the 
demands  and  disciplines  required  of  Wrestling.  Yet,  those 
who  endured  were  very  special.  They  are  without  a  doubt 
one  of  the  classiest  groups  ever  to  win  the  Frosh  city  tour- 
ney.
